Meat and Vegetables 


Leaders in Upturn 


of Prices 


Covina purchasers of food 


supplies may not know whether 
higher prices are bringing 
about better business conditions 
thruout the country, but they 
do know that living costs are 
going up and that meat and 
vegetables especially are reach- 
ing new highs. 


An inquiring Argus reporter visit- 


ed all the markets of the city this 
week and was told in some places 
that prices cannot go much higher 
and in others that the increase had 
just begun. Market managers gen- 
erally acknowledge that they do not 
know what their next shipment will 
cost and so they cannot predict from 
one day to another what the price 
will be. Salesmen from the whole- 
sale houses are not allowed to ac- 
cept large orders at a given price 
because of the unsettled condition of 
the'market, and local dealers are not 
sure whether they are buying on a 
rising or falling market, due to the 
fluctuating prices that have prevail- 
ed during the past few weeks. 


Local grocers report that Covina 


housekeepers will have to spend 
$1.13 for food as compared with a 
single dollar a year ago. Leaping 
prices during the last three months 
have sent vegetable, fruit and meat 
costs up nearly ten per1 cent, it was

Representative John Hoeppel 


of Arcadia, congressman from 
the twelfth district, of which 
Covina is a part, with his son, 
Charles Jerome, were indicted 
Monday by a special grand jury 
in Washington, D. C., for an al- 
leged sale of a West Point ap- 
pointment for $1000. The in- 
dictment also charged conspir- 
acy to make the sale. 


The justice department investiga- 


tion which led to this development 
followed a report to the war depart- 
ment by James W. Ives of Baltimore 
that he had given the congressman 
and his son a note for $1000 in ex- 
change for a appointment last May. 


Upon learning of the indictments, 


Hoeppel told newsmen "it is all a 
fake." 


The story, as developed by the in- 


vestigation, was that Hoeppel desired 
to appoint his own son, but could 
not do so because he held only an 
appointment to the naval academy. 
Consequently, it is alleged, he ar- 
ranged a trade with former Repre- 
sentative John H. Burke of Califor- 
nia, who held a West Point appoint- 
ment but wanted one to Annapolis.

Water From New 


Well Sent Into 


City Main Pipes 


Scores 
of interested 
spectators 


visited the pumphouse covering city 
well number three on Saturday, 
when the water from the new 590- 
foot well was turned into the city 
mains for the first time. 


Bubbling out of the 18-inch outlet 


in the first section of the 8 by 30- 
foot settling basin, the water flows 
into the second section and then is 
aerated into the third section, where 
the booster pump sends it into the 
nearby city main, the booster being 
automatically controlled by a float 
which shuts off the power when the 
water in the basin is low and starts 
it again when it begins to fill, thus 
taking care of the flow of 650 gal- 
lons per minute as it comes from the 
well. 


Power for the new plant is fur- 


nished by the Edison company, the 
city council deciding on electric 
energy after a thorough investigation 
of the costs of installation and main- 
tenance of other forms of power.

Following twelve years of resi- 
dence in California, most of which 
time was spent in Los Angeles coun- 
ty, he became a congressman from 
the twelfth district. He was elected 
to the seventy-third congress in 1932 
and was re-elected in 1934. He for- 
merly was postmaster at Arcadia be- 
fore his entry into politics. 


Hoeppel has been active for many 


years in the affairs of retired men 
of the army, navy and marine corps. 
He was editor of the Retired Men's 
News and the Army and Navy Advo- 
cate. 


He was in the army twenty years, 


serving in the Philippines in the 
Spanish-American war and also in 
the world war. He went to France 
in June, 1917, with the first Ameri- 
can troops as a member of the sec- 
ond field battalion, Signal Corps.

"The Covina Fruit Exchange ex- 


pects to move its navel crop by April 
15," was the statement made by 
Manager Stanley F. Trueblood yes- 
terday. To date the local exchange 
has moved seventy-five per cent of 
its navel output and the fruit on the 
trees today is in better condition 
than it was three weeks ago, in the 
opinion of Mr. Trueblood. Reports 
from the eastern market indicate 
little decay. 


Carlot shipments of California na- 


vels during February were 77 per 
cent greater than in February, 1934, 
and set a high mark for the month, 
is a statement issued from the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange of- 
fice on Wednesday. The February 
total was 5286 cars. The volume of 
sales increased 48 per cent above the 
three-year average.

Prepare to Resist War— 


With Germany frankly and openly rearm- 


ing, and England and France meeting the 
move with heavy appropriations for war, the 
people of the United States should also begin 
to rearm, not physically, but mentally, as fol- 
lows: 


Resolution No. 1—Under no circumstances 


whatever will we engage in an overseas war. 
We will fight only if attacked at home. 


Resolution No. 2—The people of the United 


States urge congress and the president, in the 
event of European war, to close our ports to 
all belligerent countries, and to prohibit the 
use of the American flag on ships carrying 
munitions and provisions to belligerent na- 
tions. 


Resolution No. 3—The loaning of any 


money or the establishment of any credit be- 
tween the people of the United States and 
European belligerent nations is prohibited. 


There isn't any doubt now but that Europe 


will be in another war soon. The unequal 
economic pressure caused by stupid national- 
ism is causing it. The people of Europe, rest- 
less under insufficient doles, dictators and 
posers, will revolt if their attention is not dis- 
tracted from home affairs. Once set to fight- 
ing each other the several leaders and dicta- 
tors may sit back in comparative security, at 
least, until the inevitable collapse. 


But it is our job to be mentally prepared 


for this emergency. We must be prepared to 
resist the war phobia, the hideouSi lying pro- 
paganda which rushed us into the last war. 
Can we do it? Can we make congress and the 
president understand that this country is 
thoroughly fed up on war? Stand ready to 
resist war! This is the most important deci- 
sion that can be made at this time.

in assessing taxation on the movie industry. 
But let's not get excited about losing them. 
They have no place to go. 
Gangsters, and Others— 


Al Capone is to pay $220,000 in back in- 


come taxes. The government and the gang- 
ster came to an agreement a few days ago. 


It doesn't do to have a sense of humor when 


reflecting on the government's action toward 
gangdom. One might laugh because Capone 
is in jail for tax evasion instead of for mur- 
der, but he is in jail. And Uncle Sam is to 
collect the taxes on illegal activities of the 
once public enemy number one. 


If this roundabout method of punishment 


continues to be a policy, we may see the time 
when our faithless financiers and absconders 
will be sent to prison for parking in front of 
a fire plug, and kept there until they come 
thru with what is due. It would be more sat- 
isfactory than the present method, wherein 
they go to jail for a year or two, and come out 
to live comfortably on the money they stole. 


Is California, the railroad dream of the de- 


cade following the discovery of gold, to be- 
come the railroad nightmare of 1935? 


Perhaps, if we listen to some. Perhaps not, 


if our ear is given at the moment to others. 
At any rate, the state which comprises half 
the Pacific coastline of the country still holds 
a good measure of the vital interest in rail- 
roads it had when the driving of the golden 
spike linking east and west was an occasion 
for national rejoicing. 


Then, the important thing was to get manu- 


factured articles from the east into this rug- 
ged, thriving land of missions and mines. Now 
it is to get California agricultural products 
onto the tables of effete easterners—still fresh, 
still tasty. 


There is at present under consideration in 


the legislature at Sacramento a bill to limit 
the length of trains. Also certain proposals to 
increase taxation on railways are floating 
about the hallowed chambers. Whether it 
would be good or bad legislation is for the 
moment beside the point. The railroads think 
it's bad. So do a good many others. 


Railways are today a national problem. 


They are by way of becoming a national cal- 
amity, if federal co-ordinator Joseph B. East- 
man and the R. F. C. fail to find some rexne- 
dies soon. 


Operating expenses for the nation's rail- 


roads have increased about $325,000,000 an- 
nually since the present administration took 
office, and there has been no corresponding 
increase in rates. And in 1933 they failed by 
$13,801,000 to earn fixed charges, which is 
bare necessity. 


Perhaps it is not so illogical to stop and 


wonder whether this is the time for Califor- 
nia, so vitally dependent upon railroad effi- 
ciency, to stick its finger in the pie. 


Public Works and Dole— 


The reason why the administration's 4880 


million work relief measure would be of more 
benefit as a straight dole is found in the fact 
that it contains seventy per cent materials 
and thirty per cent labor. 


Of course the materials used on public 


work contain a vast amount of labor in min- 
ing, fabricating, etc., but it is pointed out that 
much of this is in surplus supplies, where the 
labor has already been expended. One of the 
worst features, however, of utilizing public 
works as an emergency relief method, is that 
it is too cumbersome and slow-moving. Many 
a child can suffer malnutrition while maps 
and plans and graphs are being drawn for a 
public project. 


If you come right down to the plain facts 


of the case, the 4880 millions is a dividend to 
the American people, resulting from the ex- 
cessive use of machines and power. 


Happened?— 


The Insull utilities collapse; the flight of the 


Insulls; the capture at great expense; the 
elaborate trials, and finally, the dismissal of 
all the charges, constitute one of the strang- 
est chapters in Amei-ican history. 


Insull, a hated fugitive, despoiler of the for- 


tunes of thousands, according to the accusa- 
tions made by state and federal authorities, 
is a complete victor before all courts. 


Of course the vicious holding company laws 


made possible his enormous pyramid of paper 
wealth, and the same laws allowed him to 
escape punishment. The new legislation now 
before congress would prohibit all holding 
companies, and prevent such a debacle as 
swept over the middle west, more devastating 
than flood, fire or drouth. Insull and his 
crowd ruined investments and confidence in 
investments. But he is free. 


It matters little how we fashion our laws 


if we do not have honesty. It is a truism to 
declare that powerful crooks can find loop- 
holes in any law. Whether we can get back 
to a realization that honesty is the best policy, 
regardless of law,-is the question we must 
confront. Without vision the people perish, 
says the old adage. But this vision must be 
honest, not a money mirage. Unless we get 
honest vision we will have many more Insulls.

tulness seems cramped and cir- 
cumscribed, or whose environment 
appears restricted, dull, colorless, 
the study of the life of Joseph 
should prove Interesting.

The opportunity for useful service 
and happy, joyous living Is never 
absent. What we need Is to pray 
for vision, and, like Joseph, to use 
our present circumstances as step- 
plngstones to a higher sense of 
true living and service. 
If, in- 


stead of beating vainly against re- 
stricting circumstances or envir- 
onment, we open our thought to 
the unfolding of spiritual Ideas 
and the facts of real being, which 
alone cast out the false beliefs of 
restricting environment and lack 
of opportunity—if we put off lim- 
ited modes of thought and let that 
Mind which Is infinite divine Love 
govern our thinking, then we 
shall find Imprisoning beliefs of 
cramped environment giving place 
to wider, fuller opportunities. 


Jesus said, "I can of mine own 


self do nothing," and, "The Father 
that dwelleth In me, he doeth the 
works." He understood the spirit- 
ually scientific relationship which 
exists between God and man. As

of Israel through the wilderness 
toward the promised land. Mary 
Baker Eddy says of him (Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures, p. 200), "Moses advanced 
a nation to the worship of God in 
Spirit."

An official of the California Real Estate association 


made a very sane talk over the radio recently, in which 
he admitted that very grave practices in selling real estate 
had been the principal cause for the losses during the past 
ten years. He reviewed sales methods, mortgages, trust 
deeds, high pressure, misrepresentation, assessments, and 
said that the responsible leaders in the association looked 
upon the last decade as the most reprehensible and un- 
fortunate in California development. But he maintained 
that California real estate is still the best investment, the 
safest place in which to place money. 


This I feel to be true, and that it has been true for fifty 


years in this state. There should be the strictest kind of 
regulation to prevent the abuses, and there are indications 
that, for a long period at least, land values are to be fairly 
represented. Land hunger, the laudable desire for a home, 
coupled with unscrupulous sales methods, ruined the mar- 
ket, 
and it will come back only by degrees. But the indi- 


vidual who wants to make his earnings increase will do 
well to buy land now. Not even bad and dishonest man- 
ipulation can permanently injure basic land values. 


Buying real estate on anticipated income must be care- 


fully regulated. It is recommended that owners and sales 
organizations be required by law to evaluate reasonable 
ability on the part of the buyer to pay out. Eagerness on 
the part of the buyer; too much optimism as to continua- 
tion of earnings; high pressure selling regardless of the 
facts governing purchaser's financial ability, must all be 
controlled in the interests of not only the individual pur- 
chaser, but to protect general values from crashing thru 
accumulation of defaults. Getting someone's name on the 
dotted line earns a commission and brings a contract into 
being which can never actually be abrogated, so that the 
contract is continuously assumed by someone. But there 
is a disastrous turnover, with the contract changing hands 
an average of three times before permanency is reached, 
even in good times. 


Longer periods in which to pay, with definite morator- 


iums on interest under conditions where earning capacity 
of the buyer has been temporarily stopped or curtailed; 
lower interest rates and carrying charges; state appraisals 
on subdivision prices; protection from over-lapping assess- 
ments and the assessment evil in general; and other regu- 
lations must be devised, especially in the purchase of 
homes. Certainly we can never hope to build up confi- 
dence in real estate until we give every reasonable protec- 
tion to the buyer. 


Despite all the discouragement and disillusionment of 


the sorry era thru which we have passed, it still remains 
a fact that real estate is a basic investment. It still is 'a 
better risk than any kind of industrial securities that can 
be named. 


No matter what is done to encourage it, or if nothing 


were done, California real property will rise in value in 
the next ten years. Human dishonesty and cupidity, short- 
sighted quick profit-taking, cannot disturb the known 
value of climate, and upon the basis of climate, with ever- 
increasing transportation facilities, California is "defimwSy 
destined to grow in population. This is not the expression 
of a hope—it is the statement of a fact.

Herbert C. Legg, chairman of the 


county board of supervisors, wired 
leaders in the state assembly Satur- 
day recommending the passage of 
legislation which is before the as- 
sembly contemplating the removal of 
county flood control administration 
from the hands of the board of su- 
pervisors to a special commission. 


The bill proposes to set up an in- 


dependent commission, the members 
to be appointed by the board of 
supervisors from lists of candidates 
submitted by the heads of the uni- 
versities in southern California. 


Mr. Legg stated in explaining his 


actions, "The county is entitled to a 
new deal in flood control activities. 
The department is one of the most 
important in size and value to the 
whole county, but its record in the 
past has been that of waste and a 
series of gross engineering errors 
and 
politically-inspired 
blunders. 


Only the most efficient administra- 
tion, entirely free of political harass- 
ment, can reinstate this highly im- 
portant department to the level 
where it can function with the full- 
est value to our taxpayers. 


"The board of supervisors' duties 


are of such magnitude that its super- 
vision over flood control activities 
is limited and usually its cooperation 
with the management is of a critical 
nature rather than a constructive 
and helpful one. 


"The flood control department as 


now reorganized offers the public an 
opportunity for sound and efficient 
flood control activity. The depart- 
ment is entitled to a management 
with ample time at its command to 
thoroughly and soundly determine 
the needs and solve the very diffi- 
cult problems."

rates. But we believe there is a 
definite line beyond which any 
prorate cannot safely go and still. 
remain of value to the rancher 
working under it. We believe it 
must not interfere with construc- 
tive selling, or restrict markets; 
we believe it must remain wholly 
constructive and never political, 
destructive or oppressive; and

Under the powers of the Cali- 


fornia Prorate Act and proposed 
amendments, we say without

Marketing Agreement, for exam- 
ple,,, now is doing for orange and 
grapefruit growers. 


National Agreements 


Make no attempt at confiscation of any part 


of a crop. 


Are strictly non-political and controlled by 


growers 2nd others interested in the 
industry. 


Have no machinery to engage in by-pro- 


ducts or any other branch of a crop 
business. 


Make no proration of markets. 
Have been held constitutional, and can 


control interstate business. 


Are operating successfully, now, as a part 


of the general program of a national 
Agricultural Recovery. 


State Prorate Act 


Confiscation, under term "surplus," is pos- 


sible under the plan. 


Based on a political set-up, with political 


appointees. 


Amendments propose power to assess for 


by-products plants, advertising and 
other operations. 


Propose prorate of markets and of produc- 


tion.

We believe that the California Prorate 


Act of 1933 should be repealed; the pro- 
posed amendments contained in Assembly 
Bills 915 and 997 must be defeated. This 
in fairness to the farmers of California—to 
the ranchers. 


There is now available to the ranchers, 


in 
California 
the 
National 
Marketing 


Agreements under the AAA. The orange 
and grapefruit industries of this state and 
of Arizona have been working under one 
of these pacts for more than a year. What 
then is the necessity to bewilder the pro- 
gram of recovery, what the profit in add- 
ing to the cost of an already overburdened 
agriculture by attempting to proceed under 
the California Prorate Act which, compared 
with the National Marketing Agreements, 
can be but ineffective? 


The National AAA can control inter- 


state shipments; the State Prorate cannot. 
The National AAA makes no attempt at 
confiscation of any part of a crop; the 
State Prorate can do just that. The Na- 
tional Agreements are ready—operating for 
citrus, set up and ready to take over the 
regulation of lemons. 


To those who seek to put lemons under 


the State Prorate, we ask—Why? With 
all this national machinery operating 'in 
our other two commodities, why impose 
this extra expense on lemons? And why 
/las not the National Agreement been used 
during the last year. 


The National AAA marketing agreements 


are available to any agricultural industry 
in the State of California, and beyond 
question will control interstate business; to 
augment this, we have the California AAA 
to control intrastate business. What, then, 
remains for the State Prorate Act to do? 
Here is an instance of what now is pos- 
sible for an industry: 


The California-Arizona Marketing Agree- 


ment— the National program—is working 
with oranges and grapefruit from these two 
states. All packing houses handling these 
two products and all sales organizations 
are licensed under the National Plan. 
In 


Los Angeles, are the offices of the Advisory 
and the Prorate Committees. 
The ma- 


chinery is there, efficient. It is now hand- 
ling the largest part of the tonnage from 
California and Arizona in the combined 


citrus output. By amendment, lemons may 
be included in the general set-up. Existing 
committees automatically then would be 
empowered to handle lemons as they now 
do oranges and grapefruit. 


It is just that easy. We ask, then, WHY 


the attempt to regulate this branch of the 
citrus commodity thru a State Act? Vir- 
tually every carload of lemons goes to in- 
terstate traffic, so why attempt to use ma- 
chinery which cannot control this business 
into other states? 


To any agricultural commodity of Cali- 


fornia,' we say, the Staje Prorate Act is 
dangerous, 
especially with the proposed 


amendments, which would attempt to out- 
line additional powers to assess and to pro- 
rate your markets. It could impose a dead- 
level of mediocrity; constructive individual 
effort to increase your Sales and your In- 
come could be met with the defeating ac- 
tions of a politically-controlled commodity. 
The pre-eminence of California farm pro- 
ducts in the markets of the world could be 
threatened; producers in other states, less 
restricted in the operations, could capture 
the markets now held by California pro- 
ducts. 


Remember, we believe that California ranchers, especially lemon growers— 
every one of them—do not care to face a program of possible confiscation of 
any part of their crops; they do not want a politically-dominated machine; 
they do not want domination in any form. In these times, when they are slow- 
ly pulling out of the depths of a depression, they do not care to be saddled 
with additional expense and duplication of effort; they do not want proration 
of markets and penalization of individual constructive efforts. All these de- 
structive points are contained in the California Prorate Act and in its proposed 
amendment, Assembly Bill 915 and Assembly Bill 997.

Forum Meeting 


to Present Final 


Philosophy Talk 


"Three Great System-Makers" is 


the topic to be discussed by Truman 
B. Douglass on March 25 at the Mon- 
day evening forum of the evening 
high school. Thin is the second topic 
in a series of three in the field of 
philosophy. 


At the first meeting, March 18, Mr. 


Douglass opened the philosophy 
project with the topic, "The Period 
of Awakening." He suggested many 
different definitions of philosophy. 
Organized thought was logically de- 
veloped by the early Greeks and had 
its antecedents in certain myths. 
Many of the early Greeks contribut- 
ed to the stream of philosophy their 
influence, terminating with Plato, 
whose "Republic" is today a source 
of information and a stimulation to 
thinking along lines of human con- 
duct. Mr. Douglass introduced many 
interesting and humorous illustra- 
tions of the logic of the early philo- 
sopher. 


In the meeting for March 25 the 


surge of the stream of philosophy 
thru the middle ages will be follow- 
ed. As examples of notable attempts 
to formulate comprehensive systems 
of thought, the philosophy of Rene 
Descartes, Benedict Spinoza, and 
Immanuel Kant will be considered. 
A biographical sketch of each think- 
er will be presented, followed by a 
discussion of his philosophical posi- 
tion and his place in the history of 
ideas. It will be maintained that no 
system of thought is purely rational, 
but is in part the expression of non- 
intellectual personal experience and 
of deep-running social forces.

World's Largest 
Lemon Processing 


Concern Opened 


Hundreds interested in the citrus 
ndustry and modern facilities for 
lacking and shipping fruit visited 
he world's largest lemon packing- 
louse which was formally opened at 
Jpland Saturday with a public re- 
ception and program of entertain- 
ment. 


The Upland Lemon (Growers asso- 


ciation, plant officials, directors and 
employees were hosts. 


The new plant climaxes a fifteen- 


year building program for the asso- 
ciation. 


Built of concrete and steel, the 


plant handles the largest volume of 
lemons of any plant in the country. 
It has a storage capacity of about 
450 cars. In an adjoining plant own- 
ed by the association 350 cars of 
lemons can be stored, and the pack- 
ing plant near by has a storage capa- 
city of approximately 350 cavs, mak- 
ing a total storage space of 1150 cars. 


The structure cost $100,000, rep- 


resenting for the association an in- 
vestment of approximately $375,000 
in building, $80,000 in machinery and 
equipment, and $21,000 in land, a 
total of $476,000. The association 
embraces 260 grower members who 
own 2010 acres of lemons in about 
300 groves. Floor space totals seven 
acres. Twelve thousand field boxes 
is the daily capacity in an eight- 
hour shift, and fifteen cars may be 
packed daily.
